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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6 and 8 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Based upon the amendments made to the claims in the after-final amendment 
filed on November 18, 2010, the U.S. Patent of Lin (5,275,869) is now the closest prior art 
to that which is presently claimed. However, neither Lin nor any of the prior art of 
record teaches or suggests a laminate consisting of a heat-ray reflection substrate and a 
visible light absorbing film formed by a visible light absorbing ink having been coated 
on one side or both sides of the substrate, wherein the ink contains at least one fine 
particles of a compoimd oxide selected from the group consisting of Cu-Fe-Mn, Cu-Cr, 
Cu-Cr-Mn, Cu-Cr-Mn-Ni, Cu-Cr-Fe, Co-Cr-Fe, titanium nitride and titanium oxynitride 
and the fine particles have an average dispersed-particle diameter of 300 nm or less in 
the ink, and the heat ray reflection substrate comprises a composite comprising a 
semitransparent polyethylene terephthalate film having a surface which is tmiformly 
vacuum-deposited with an aluminum thin film without any crevices and a glass plate.
